Plain Price Tags 


It is this very question of price that sharply differen- 
tiates the Cleveland-Manning way from the “System’s” 
way.

The salesmen are paid by salary, and sal- 
ary alone, and have no financial interest in the sale of 
any particular instrument. They are, therefore, in a 
disinterested position, where their advice will be appre 
ciated and their motives will not be questidned. 


Cash or Terms 


The Cleveland-Manning Store offers the same price ad- 
vantages to the little-a-month buyers as are accorded to 
those who pay all cash. If the buyer prefers to avail 
himself of our deferred-payment plans, he gets his in- 
strument for the identical price paid by the “spotcash” 
buyer, but pays. us 6 per cent interest on the unpaid por- 
tion. We lend him the money at the usual banking rate 
so as to permit him to secure all the benefits available 
to the possessor of the ready cash. The person of mod- 
erate means should always buy on the Cleveland-Manning 
plan, instead of the old-fashioned “System” Stores, who 
get all they can. 


No Misrepresentation 


In the Cleveland-Manning Store not the smallest devia- 
tion may be. made in the fixed price, and no misrepre- 
sentation will be countenanced. The buver is free to 
make his selection from all the instruments on the floor, 
availing himself of the knowledge and experience of the 
salesman to secure that piano which will best answer 
his needs.

No Commission 


In the Cleveland-Manning Store no commissions are 
paid to any one for any reason, not even to the sales- 
man who makes the sale. Not one 5-cent piece of graft 
goes to make up the price of any piano offered in 
our store. .- The recommendation of any friend  pos- 
sessed of musical training may, therefore, be given full 
credit when any of our instruments are under discus- 
sion. He can have no personal], no financial interest in 
the transaction. Do you care to pay this secret commis- 
sion to anyone?

No Fixed Price 


The “System” Stores recognize no fixed price for their 
instruments, but instead, follow out a policy of getting 
out of the buyer all that he can be induced to pay, sell- 
ing the same: piano to one man. for $200 that costs an- 
other — $300. Under such circumstances a buyer may 
get a good piano for his $300, or he may get a cheap in- 
strument scarcely worth $200. How is the buyer, unta- 
miliar with values, to know the real merit of his pur- 
chase? 


Inflated Prices 


In the “System” Stores, salesmen who “get good prices” 
are eagerly sought and are employed in preference to 
those who have not a marked ability to inflate prices. 
It is a part of the fixed belief of the devotees of this 
system, or rather lack of system, that all pianos should 
be priced far above their worth, so as to enable an ap- 
parent drop in price to be made, leading the customer 
to believe that he has secured a material concession in 
the price. 


How It Is Done 


In the “System” Stores it is a firmly rooted custom to 
charge much more when the instrument selected is pur- 
chased on the monthly payment plan than when the 
entire price is to be in cash. For example, Mrs A. pays 
$300 cash for her piano, while Mrs. B., who desires to 
take advantage of the small-payment plan, is. made to 
pay, say, $425, for an instrument of the same make and 
style and then is required to pay interest on the unpaid 
portion over and above that. Add this interest to the 
extra $125, and Mrs. B. has been required to pay a pretty 
dear rate for the accommodation, hasn't she? 


Unpleasant Buying 


In the “System” Stores, the buyer soon finds that he 
cannot depend on the representations of the salesman 
as to the price of the piano under consideration. This 
lack of confidence in the honor of the salesman as to 
the price, finds its necessary consequence in the distrust 
of his representations as to the quality of the instru- 
ment as well. Unconsciously, the buyer discounts every 
statement of the salesman, and every guaranty of the 
store. The entire transaction is unpleasant as well 
unprofitable. 


Secret Commissions 

In the “System” Stores it is the custom to pay a secret 
commission to some friend of the buyer who gives in- 
formation as to his intentions and claims to be able to 
influence the selection of the instrument. This commis- 
sion, while unknown to the purchaser, must be added to 
the cost of the piano before the profit of the store is 
reckoned and must, therefore, be paid by the buyer in 
the end with, perhaps, a liberal addition made possible 
by this undue influence.

victims of the hookworm. It is a pe- 
culiarity of the hookworm sufferers 
that they are inveterate devourers of 
all sour substances, lemons, pickles, 
salt, pepper, sour milk, chalk, clay, 
ashes,. tobacco, mortar and plaster, 
sand, gravel, sticks, decayed wood, 
paper and cloth being some of the del- 
icacies appealing to the depraved ap- 
petite. 

Extreme lassitude is a never-failing 
first symptom; then the swelling be- 
gins and continues together with the 
lassitude until the victim dies. 

Unlike pellagra, the state board ‘of 
health declares that hookworm can 
be cured where treatment is given 
early enough. To this end, a state- 
wide campaign has been started, and 
will be pushed until every part of 
the stete has been covered. Where 
the patient financially unable to 
pay for treatment it is expected that 
the state willl settle the bills. 

As,is the case with  pellagra, the 
hookworm is most prevalent in the 
more sparsely-settled mountain com- 
munities. In every case examined it 
has been found that the home of tha 
victim has been inadequately fitted 
with sanitary appliances, and the 
board of health officially ‘states that 
the real preventive of hookworm lies 
in cleanliness and proper sanitation

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A BUREAU TO PROTECT CHILDREN. 


One of the effects of the protracted democratic convention, 
which kept a quorum away from congress, was to delay the get- 
ting under way of the new children’s bureau projected to operate un- 
der the supervision of the federal department of commerce and la- 
bor. Secretary Nagel estimates that it will require $25,000 to inau- 
gurate the preliminary work of the bureau, and since the department 
is a new one it 1s not taken care of in the joint emergency resolution 
extending the appropriations of the old fiscal year into the new one. 
In due course of time the omission will, , be remedied. 

This movement, due largely to the bevaeveratice of former Sen- 
ator Albert J. Beveridge, of Indiana, is one of the most sensible re- 
'cently undertaken by the federal government. It ‘is intended, ulti- 
mately, to wake the nation and the states to the conservation of child 
litie—and surely no people could underwrite a more important task. 
As a beginning in that direction, the newly created bureau is to col- 
lect statistics bearing on infant mortality, on the occupations of chil- 
dren, their diseases, child labor, and all and singular of the phases 
exercising an influence upon child life. 

It is bad enough for any nation to neglect the health of its adult 
population. The neglect is compounded when it is extended to the 
lives and health of infants and children, upon whom the burdens of | 
ruling and of business are shortly to fall.

Arabic is the 
language generally spoken, though in 
the ports Many persons speak Persian, 
Baluchi and Hindustani, and every na- 
merchant can conduct his business 
correspondence ‘in either English or 
French. The sultan or any of hig 
wallis, or governors, decides a case 
which may be brought before them 
without reference to-,any other cage 
or to any law, except local customs 
and such precepts of the Koran as may 
be deemed applicable. Commercial law 
is unknown. Wages, formerly’ ex- 
tremely law, have ben increasing 
steadily, a condition said to be due 
not to any increase in the demand for 
labor, but to a deficiency in the sup- 
ply caused by the dying out of the 
sedee, or negro, population since the 
importation of slave cargoes ceased. 
The prevatling daily wages, United 
States currency, in cents, are: Car- 
penters, 46; house servants, 17; cooks, 
29. masons, 34; coolies, 24; messen- 
gers, 20; and women date packers, 37. 
Goats, sheep and burros, of poor and 
stunted types, owing to scanty for- 
age, are raised; but the dromedariegs 
which the tribes of the western border 
grow are said to be the best breed in 
the world.

- It is a silk season and a great many gowns are made 
from the taffeta that is so thin and light that it is as cool 
as lawn itself, from light weight charmeuse that gives a 
dull satin surface, from the foulard that is never entirely 
euperseded, let the arbiters of fashion make whatever effort 
they may, from shantung and from the silk voiles and mar- 
quisettes that are exquisite in the extreme; but no matter 
how much is worn, there is always the demand _ for 
genuine lingerie material and this summer the lingerie gown 
that is trimmed with the smartest and best: liked. 
Little touches of embroidery frequently are used in com- 
bination therewith ilways give a dainty finish, but the 
elaborately embroidered lingerie gown is not so smart as 
the one that is lace trimmed, and often two or even three 
kinds of lace are utilized upon a single costume.

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COATS FOR MOTORING. 


Motoring coats really make a big enough 
subject to fill an entire letter but there are 
some new features can be mentioned in a 
paragraph and that perhaps are worthy 
of notice.

‘What It Means to Southern 


Boys. 
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A great deal of money is Deing ex- 
pended for educational purposes in the 
south at this time. In order to show 
how far the south has progressed in 
the past few years the fgqllowing facts 
are interesting: In 18380 the souta 
spent for common sc hools about $12,- 
500,000 ang the entire country $78,094,- 
‘O00. In 18390 the south spent $24,600,- 
000, the entire country $140,506,000. In 
i900 the south spent $35,037,000, 
against that of the whoe United States 
$214,964,000. In. 1909 the south in- 
common school fund to 
$72,731,000 and the whole country ap- 
proximated $401,000,000. 

It will be seen, therefore, 
increase from $12,500,000 in 1880 to 
$72,731,000 in 190% represents gain 
of over 500 per cént and is an eloquent 
tribute to the splendid progress the 
educational 
The above comparison is pe- 
cullarly interesting when we consider 
that the wealth of the south during 
the above period increased from nine 
billion to twenty-seven Dillion dollars, 
or an increase of 199 per cent, which 
in itself is a marvelous showing, 
while the school budget increased 500 
per cent. Wisdom is justifieq of her 
children and undoubtedly the, south’s 
greatest asset today is her educa- 
tional system, 

There is much illiteracy and down- 
right ignorance stil] in Georgia and in 
the south. Every now and then one 
hears the foolish remark that we are 
spending too much money on our 
schools and colleges. If there is one 
thing that is harder to kill and stamp 
out than another it is prejudice and 
superstition, both being born of ig - 
norance. Should this sentence reacn 
the eye of any “doubting Thomas, 
who fears that the southern people 
are spending too much money on edu- 
cating their children, let him pause 
see a moment and digest the following 
facts, drawing his own conclusions. 

A Striking Object Lesson. 

A few years ago Dr. William T. Har- 
United States commissioner’ of 
education, found that the average per- 
son in the United States spent four and 
three-tenths years in school, as 
against an average in Massachusetts 
seven years. He then investigated 
t! average earning capacity of peo- 
ple in the various” sections of the 
country and found that the ratio of 
the whole country as compared with 
Massachusetts was 4.5 to 7 
tically the same ratio 
school vears above noted. 
remarkable and most striking 
lesson. It was no trick og figures, 
nor was it a mere coincidence, but the 
deductions of a scientific educator who 
had investigated thousands of cases 

The inference is obvious, namely 
that a persons earning capacity 
varies directly the number of yvears 
he has spent in school. Dr. Harris 
went still further and showed that if 
the average person attendeq school 
one year longer it would increase his 
earning capacity néarly $1,000 in a 
riven period. The earning capacity of

If this is true of the common schools, 
how much more so it true of the 
college or. university? According to 
the ‘United States government, se 
are educationally classified 
into four classes (1) the illiterate, 
those with common school learning, (3) 
those with a high school education, 
and (4) those -Known as college bred 
people. Statistics show that the aver- 
age earning capacity of these classes 
are as follows: Llliterateg about $390 
per year, fZrammar school graduates 
$500 to $S00, high school graduates 
$1,000 to $1,200, and college graduates 
from $1.5000 to $3.000. These figures 
are startling and afford a remarkably 
strong argument for the sch-ol and 
college.

SCHOOL IN GEORGIA EDUCATION 


O. R. HORTON, 
President Ceorgia Military College, Milledgeville, Georgia. 


There is perhaps no familiar subject 
that is so little understood by the 
people of this state as the subject of 
this paper. The misunderstanding is 
due, to a considerable extent, toa con- 
fusion in the minds of the people in- 
cident to the growth of education in 
Georgia. 

During the slavery epoch the pri-

could avail themselves of educational 
opportunities. Of course, it was 
against the law to teach the negro at

There are two factors in the eco- 
nomic make-up of any community;

And yet, by the 
education of her children, by the es-

By M, L. BRITTAIN, 
State Superintendent of Schools. 


Before the war, while there was no 
supervision of the schoo] work, there 
Was a state appropriation called the 
“poor fund.”

Many of those schools have 
Saseed into literature and accounts of 
them, as found in. the writings of 
Johnson, Longstreet, and others, are 
frequently amusing if not ridiculous 
despite the element of pathos.

“Of the 7,852 eminently successful 
men in the United States, as printed 
in the words of ‘Who's Who in Amert- 
ca,’ all except thirty-one have received 
school advantages. A good common 


school education will further increase 


a boy's chances in life four times, 
high school education will further in- 
crease his chances twenty-three times;
